Korea, which was the Hermit King 


dom of yesterday, is today one of thy 
best advertised countries on the globe, 
says the New York Tribune.

between Russia and Japan, and as 
such she^is of interest to all civilized 
nations. *A11 the queer customs aud 
quaint usages of ttie little realm where 
men wear skirts and women high hats 
are being ruthlessly dragged out ol 
their obscurity and disported before 
the eyes, of the world. 


Evidence of America's interest in 


faraway Korea is to be seen in the 
flood of letters which are pouring in 
on Horace K. Allen, the American min- 
ister at Seoul, the Korean capital. The 
communications contain all kinds of 
questions. One man wants to know il 
he can get a concession to start a gold 
mine and just where he had better dig 
first. Another of less commercial trend 
of mind desires information concern- 
ing wild flowers. 


Among others who are deluging Mr. 


Allen, with inquiries is a small boy. 
While Russia and Japan are rushing 
troops over the Korean mountains the 
small boy has taken the opportunity to 
skirmish for postage stamps. In an- 
swer to numerous letters which he has 
received requesting loose Korean post- 
age stamps Mr. Allen has replied in 
the following circular communication: 


Korean stamps may be had from dealers 


In the United States and elsewhere. There 
is no wastebasket at this office overflow- 
Ing "with canceled stamps, nor is there 
any little boy at hand waiting to cut oft 
these stamps for a large number of appli- 
cants. 


In answer to those who -want conces- 


sions from the Korean government Mr. 
Allen says, that applications are need- 
less. Korea is granting no more con- 
cessions these days. He also breaks 
the cruel news to the -women desiring 
positions at court there that there is 
"no demand in the Korean palace for 
foreign women as nurses, maids, gov- 
ernesses, teachers, physicians and com- 
panions."

A "White man throughout the Philip- 


pines is as safe in traveling or living 
as in Arizona or Colorado or Montana, 
says Henry Gannett in the National 
Geographic Magazine. 
He may go 


about "with perfect freedom. Xot only 
that, but the people are ready and anx- 
ious to show him hospitality. The Fi- 
lipino from whom he asks a night's 
lodging feels highly honored and gives 
him of his best. The men salute him 
as he passes, and the children cry 
"Buenas dias!'' and are very proud if 
their salutation is returned. 
Among 


the wild people the situation is much 
the same, although here it is better to 
send notice of one's coming in advance 
and to bear sonic sort of credentials. 


To illustrate the situation the work 


of the provincial treasurers is instanced. 
Each of these (they nre all Americans) 
Is required by his business to visit ev- 
ery pueblo of his province, and sucb a 
trip may involve hundreds of miles of 
travel overland on horseback or by car- 
roaiata. So far as known no treasurer 
has ever been molested, although he of- 
ten carries ranch money about him. 
Tbe provincial supervisors, also Amer- 
icans, are oblisreti to travel everywhere, 
as are many otlior cSvil officers of th* 
government

Incidents In Little Prince Mic- 


chi's Career. 


HIS EOEOSOOPE OAST EVERY 
DAT. 


Contrary to Custom of Centuries, Him 


Hair Has Been Allowed to Grow. 
Almond Eyes Eliminated by 
Sur- 


gery—Three Possible "Wives Select- 
ed For Him—Entitled to Choose 
Eleven Inferior Ones. 


They have a mighty atom in Japan, 


for the future mikado is not quite 
three years old, says the London Mail. 


Grandson of «lhe present emperor, his 


royal highness Prince Micchi is a 
strong, healthy, lusty boy, 
whose 


pranks are already chronicled and nar- 
rated throughout Japan, even as are 
tbose of the youngest princes of the 
English reigning house. 


Japan is-up to date in many things, 


but in everyUiing there is always a 
quaint blend o(f. the oriental with the 
western. The mikado is not the least 
bit superstitious and hi spite of early 
influences, when he was taught poetry 
and the arrangement of flowers, pre- 
fers everything about him to be Eu- 
ropean. It is curious to learn, there- 
fore, that on the birth of Prince Mic- 
chi court astrologers were set to work 
to cast the baBy^s horoscope. Indeed, 
it has been done every day since. The 
real fact is tbe people demand that this 
should be done. A horoscope had been 
made for other royal princes for twen- 
ty-five centuries, and every one in .Ja- 
pan was most anxious to know what 
. Fate had in store for the new baby. 
It was a small matter, and both the 
mikado and the crown prince gave 
their consent to mystic rites and elab- 
orate incantations being 
performed, 


though they have not the smallest be- 
lief in the published results. 


Before little Prince Micchi was six 


months old a most elaborate imperial 
seal had been made for his "use." 
Here again the ancient customs of Ja- 
pan were too powerful for the new 
western ideas. la tbe land of tbo 
chrysanthemum a man's seal is his 
most Important possession. Forgery 
of a seal is punished more severely 
than 
robbery. 
Consequently 
baby 


Prince Micchi's seal became a matter 
at once of the greatest importance. It 
hnd to be different from that used by 
his father. Special artists worked at 
It for months before a suitable em- 
blem was made. Now it Is affixed to 
everything worn or used by the prince. 


The heir presumptive to the great 


eastern throne has the distinction of 
being the first baby of the royal house 
of Jimmu Tenno who has been allowed 
to grow his hair like an English baby. 
Both his father and the mikado when 
babies had their heads shaved daily by 
their nurses. It fa on record that when 
the emperor was seven days old his 
mother displayed her talent as a bar- 
ber by shaving her son's tiny head. 
Then as the hair grew her chief de- 
light was to experiment with various 
designs to dis^ver the most lw»com- 
Ing. Sometimes she shaied tbe top 
and the rim and left a tonsure, some- 
times she left only tbe rim and some- 
times a scalp lock and two other locks 
only. This •« tut on for quite six years.; 
Although Prince M3ccM has tw<>niy- 
two of th* prettiest little Japanese 
nurses imaginable, they are not al- 
lowed to practice their d<»eonUive ton- 
sorial powers, -on the wee prince. Count, 
Kaivflimnra. a lifelong friend of the 
crown prince. 3s superintendent of the 
roya. aarwry, and he regulate mat- 
ters in a very '•tern faifoion for Prince 
MJrcbi's well V-ing. Not evon a si]];*"!! 
cushion goes into the nnrsry nnlfsi 
the count ha5; first SP*"n 5t and has wt 
his own mark of approval and tbe' 
prince's s*ral to it.

selected as candidates for the future 
ruler's partner in life. By the time 
Prince Micchi wants a wife matters 
may have progressed so much that he 
will possibly be allowed to contract a 
love match. At present, however, the 
law forbids it. Prince Micchi's wife 
will be, maybe has been, selected from 
the daughters of tbe five highest fami- 
lies in the land. In addition he is also 
entitled to choose inferior wives to the 
number of eleven from the best fami- 
lies, and the position of such wives is 
recognized. 


Curiously enough, custom will con- 


demn Prince Micchi to buy his bride's 
trousseau. At present he is not think- 
ing much about the matter, but, accord- 
ing to an English paper published in 
Kobe, has for a long time been in pos- 
session of a number of toy battleships, 
which be impartially smashes up, be 
they flying the flag of Russia, England, 
France, Germany or even of Japan.

This is supposed to cover 
all his expenditures for tobacco and 
luxuries of every kind. The men are 
clothed by the government, but are 
not furnished with boots. Instead they 
are supplied with rough leather, from 
which they must make their own foot- 
gear. 


As to equipment, a Russian infantry- 


man carries thirty rounds of ammuni- 
tion in his belt, thirty more iu a 
bandolier slung over his left shoulder 
and a final supply of thirty rounds 
carried in a pouch which hangs from 
a strap running over his left shoulder 
and attached to the belt. 
From his 


right shoulder are suspended his water- 
proof kit bag, an aluminium water bot- 
tle holding a pint and a half, his rolled 
up overcoat when he is not -wearing it, 
an extra pair of boots and an alumini- 
um mess dish. 


Besides this, every three soldiers car- 


ry among them a small tent in sec- 
tions for their shelter in the field. 
This tent stands about three feet six 
inches from the ground and is support- 
ed by three poles, each jointed like a 
fishing rod. In cold weather, such as 
they are now experiencing in Manchu- 
ria, they pitch their tents over holes 
dug in the ground and. filled with 
straw.
